Long Leave. 


2. Furlough and special leave with allowances (see paragraph 6) are admissible to an 
gate maximum amount of six years during an oflicer’s service. The amount of 
furlough “‘ earned” is one-fourth of an officer’s active servioe, and the amount “ due ” is 


that aniount less any enjoyed. ; 

8, Furlough without medical certificate oan, if due, be generally taken after eight 
years’ active service, and aguin after intervais of not less thau threo years’ continuous 
service. It'is limited to two years at atime. * ° 

4, Furlongh on medical certificate may be granted (a) to an officer who has rendered 
three years’ continuous service, for not more than two yevrs, but capable of extension np 
to three years; and (d) to an officer who has not rendered three years’ continuous acrvice, 
up to one year in any case, and up to such longer period, if any (but not exceeding two 
years in all), as the officer may have furlough ‘‘due” to him. 

5, The allowances ndmissible during furlough are : — 

(1) During the first two years of furlough without me lical certificate and during so 
much of furlough with medical certificate as may be “due ”—half average 
salary, subject to certain maximum and minimum limits, 

(2) After the expiration of the period for which the foregoing allowances are 
admissible—one quarter of average salary, subject to certain maximum and 
mivimum limits. 


6. ' Special Leave may be granted at any time for not more than six months, with 
intervals of six years’ service ; allowanoes, calculated as during fmlough, are given during 
the first six months only, whe: her taken in one or more instalments. 


Short Leave. 


7. Privilege Leave is a holiday which may be granted to the extent of one-eleventh 
part of the time that an officor has been on duty without interruption; and it may be 
accumulated up to three months earned by 35 months’ duty. During privilege leave, the 
officer retains a lien on his appenbasih and receives the salary which he would have 
received if on duty. An interval of not less than six mouths must elapse between two 
periods of absence on privilege leave, 

Privilege leave may be prefixed to furlough, special leavo, or extraordinary leave 
without allowances. The whole period of leave thus taken in combination is known as 
combined leave. Combined leave may not be granted for a period of less duration than 
six months, nor, except on medical certificate, may it be extended beyond two years, 

8. Subsidiary Leave in India for a minimum of 10 days, usually sik half averago 
salary, is granted to an officer proceeding on or returning from leave out of Ludia, or on 
retirement, to enable him to reachthe port of embarkatiou or to rejoin his appointment. 
It is admissible only at the end and not at the beginning of ocmbined leave. 

9. Short Leave is also granted to enable officers to appear at examinations, eto. 

10, Extraordinary Leave without allowances. may be granted in case of necessity, and, 
except in oortain specified cases, only when mo other kind of leave is by rule admissible. 
It may be granted in continuation of other leave.

8. Measurement of Height.—The candidate will be placed against the standard with 
his feet together, and tho weight thrown on the heels, and not on the toes or outside of 
the feet.

Extract from the Proceedings of the Government of India in the Department 


of Education (Census) under date Calcutta, the 20th March 1911. 


RESOLUTION. 


In certain provinces such as Madras and the Punjab the custom of makin 
periodic estimates of the 2 tegen founded on more or less accurate data, is o 
yery old standing, but the first systematic attempt to obtain information regard- 
ing the population of the whole of India, based on an actual counting of heads, 
was sate een the years 1867 and 1872. But even then, many of the 
Native States, including Hyderabad, Kashmir, the States of the Central India 
and Rajputana Agencies and those attached to the Punjab, were left out of the 
count. This Census, moreover, was non-synchronous ; the arrangements were 
seldom very elaborate, and in some of the more remote tracts it was admittedly 
carried out in a very rough and imperfect manner. The experience gained, 
however, was valuable, and it paved the way for the first regular Census on the 
modern system, which was carried out on the 17th February 1881. On this 
occasion the operations were extended to all the provinces and states in India, 
as the term was then understood, except Kashmir and various small remote 
tracts. The count was a synchronous one, taken in the manner to be presently 
described, exce niger forest and desert tracts a chee counting by night 
was impracticable © procedure was modified to a ing extent ;

In some 
of the newly added areas, however, no detailed enumeration was possible, and 
the population was estimated with reference to the ascertained number of 
houses or the returns of the tribal headmen. 

2. The fourth general Census of India was taken on the night of the 10th 
March 1911, or ten years and nine days after the previous one. The date was 
chosen partly with reference to the age of the moon, so that the Census staff 
might be able to go about their work by moonlight, and partly with the object 
of avoiding as far as possible religious festivals and fairs and the dates regarded 
as auspicious for marriage ceremonies or for bathing in the sacred rivers. Un- 
fortunately there was a serious recrudescence of plague which interfered consi- 
derably with the enumeration in some parts of the country and caused a large 
temporary decrease in the population of certain towns, such as Nagpur, Gaya 
and Indore, many of whose inhabitants had left their homes. In parts of 
Northern India heavy rain fell while the final Census was being taken. This 
Census included within its seope the whole of Baluchistan (except Kharan), the 
Agencies and tribal areas in the North-West Frontier Province and several 
remote tracts in Burma which had not previously been dealt with. In a few 
tracts where the previous count had been non synchronous, a synchronous Census 
was effected and in a few others an actual enumeration took the place of an 

* estimate. 

. The standard procedure to be followed was laid down by the Census Com- 
missioner for India in a Code, on the basis of which the Census Superintendents 
of the different provinces and states prepared their local instructions after such 
modifications. in matters of detail as were needed in order to meet local require- 
ments. The general scheme provided for the division of the whole Empire into 
blocks, each of which (except in the non-synchronous tracts where they were 

‘larger) contained from thirty to fifty houses and was in charge of an Enumera- 
tor. Above the block came the circle, a compact group of from ten to fifteen 
blocks, or about 500 houses, under a Supervisor, who was responsible for the 
work of all the Enumerators in his circle. Oincles were grouped, according to 
tahsils, taluks or other recognized administrative divisions, into charges under 
Charge Superintendents, who exercised general supervision over the Census 
operations and tested a large proportion of the work of their subordinates. The 
total strength of the Census staff was about two millions. 

8. In Europe the Census record is usually prepared by the head of the 
family, but this is impracticable in a country where the great majority of the 
people are illiterate. As a rule, therefore, the schedules were filled in by the 

numerators. But as it was impossible for them to enter all the required 
particulars for all the persons in their blocks in the course of a few hours on 
the night of the Census, and as owing to their generally low standard of 
education, the entries made by them required careful revision by the superior 
Census staff, it was arranged, as on previous occasions, to have the bulk of the 
work done beforehand, During February the Enumerators wrote up the 
Gensus schedules for all the persons ordinarily resident in their blocks; and the 
record thus prepared was checked and corrected by the Supervisors and vag 2 
Superintendents. On the 10th March between 7 p.m. and midnight, 
Enumerators again went round their blocks and brought the entries into accord- 
ance with the facts at that time by striking out the names of people who had 
died or gone away, and entering the necessary particulars for fresh arrivals and 
newly-born infants. Elaborate arrangements were made, for the enumeration 
of persons who, on the night of the Census, were travelling by rail, river or

period 1881—1891 was 9°8, and in the succeeding decade 1'5, percent. At the 
resent Census there has been a further elaboration of method, which has, it is 
oped, led to greater accuracy in the entries regarding caste, occupations and the 
like; but except in a few outlying tracts, the omissions from the record were 
ready so few in 1901 that there was no appreciable room for improvement. 
The areas now dealt with for the first itis been a population of 1,731,099. 
After allowing for this, the net increase at the present census comes to 6°4 per 
cent. 

5. Until the full statistics have been tabulated it would be premature to 
attempt to say how far the variations which have occurred are due to natural 
causes and how far to migration, or to appraise the relative importance of the 
various factors which have influenced the growth of population. If may be men- 
‘tioned however, that, shortly before the commencement of the decade, there had 
occurred two widespread and disastrous famines, which not only caused a heavy 
fall in the birth-rate but also, with their sequelae—cholera, fever and other 

’ epidemics—were responsible for a mortality (chiefly in the Native States) of 
about five millions in excess of the normal. A very large proportion of these 
deaths were of ‘ bad lives,’ which would otherwise have swollen the mortality 
roll of the years immediately succeeding. It follows that, at the commencement 
of the decennium 1901-1911, the conditions were favourable to a comparatively 
rapid growth of population. On the one hand, after several years ai impai 
fertility, a high birth-rate was to be anticipated, and on the other, a rela- 
ti low death-rate. From an agricultural point of view the period in 
question was, on the whole, fairly prosperous. Though there were a few 
local famines, there were no widesp mities like those of 1897 and 1900 ;

6. The Governor General in Council desires to acknowledge the services 
rendered by the Census Commissioner, the Superintendents of Census Operations, 
the district officers, and the various grades of local and village officials both 
under the British Government and in the Native States. His thanks are more 
especially due to the large number of private individuals, belonging to all 
classes of society, whose diligent co-operation with the officers of Government 
has rendered it possible to bring to a successful issue the census of a population 
far greater than that enumerated in any other country in the world and to 

publish the result within nine days from the date on which it was taken.

Since 1901 about thirteen hundred miles of railway have been 
constructed, The mortality was high in three years, but on the whole the decade has been a 
‘healthy one and the reported births have exceeded the deaths by more than two millions, 
Plague se ate yearly and has taken heavy toll in several districts of Bihar, The 
recorded mortality from this cause in the years 1901—1910 inclusive was 596,000. There 
are two large currents of migration, the one from Chota Nagpur to the tea gardens of Eastern 
Bengal and Assam, and the other from the United Provinces to Calcutta and other industrial 
centres, : 
Bombay.—The crops were very poor in Gujarat in 1901-02 and 1904-05, in the Deccan 
and Karnatak in 1905-06, and in most parts of the Province in 1907-08 ; but on the whole, the 
agricultural conditions of the decade were favourable, especially in Sind. There was a steady 
development of industry and trade up to the year 1908-09, when the high price of cotton 
caused a temporary set back ; but in 1909-10 there was a rapid recovery, and the trade at the 
port of K i was greater than it had ever been before. About a hundred miles a year were 
added to the railways of the province, and there was a steady, though slow, extension of 
irrigation facilities. So far as the material condition of the people is concerned, the conditions, 
except perhaps in Gujarat, were favourable to a fairly rapid increase in the population. 
But until about two years ago, plague continued to be very prevalent. The reported mortality 
from it during the ten years 1901—10 was 1,313,000. 
Burma.—Burma, in spite of its fertile soil; was formerly very sparsely populated,

_ Prices of food grains were unusually high during the last five years. There has been a 
good demand for labour, even in famine years, and wages have generally been high. The 
emigration to Calcutta and other industrial centres is considerable. The area under cultiva- 
tion is almost stationary, but the irrigated area is increasing, and the aggregate length of 
canals has been increased by about 14 per cent. The decade has been marked by general 
industrial development ; the outstanding features are the rapid growth of the cotton 
industry on the one side and the ly rapid decline of indigo on fe other. Considerable 
additions have been made to the railways and metalled roads. The state of the public health, 
which was moderately good in the early years of the decade, has since gone foen bed to worse.

Instructions FOR DISINFECTION. 


1. Personal effects, such as rags, bandages, papers and other articles without value 
which, in the opinion of the Health Officer, are med likely to carry infection, should be 
destroyed by fire. 

2. Under-clothing, bedding, wearing apparel, mattresses, carpets, eto., which are 
contaminated or euspected, avd other articles to be disinfected, should be exposed for 15 
minutes fo saturated steam —under pressure if possible—at a temperature of not less than 
100° aba F.) care being taken that the steam shall reach all parts of each artiole to be 


3. Disinfecting Solutions— 


(a) Solution of corrosive sublimate of 1 part in 1,000 with the addition of 2 parts in 
1,00 of hydrochloric acid or 160 grains of chloride of soda in one gallon. 
The solution should be coloured with aniline dye orindigo. It should not be 
placed in metal veesels. . 


(6) A 5 per cent. solutionof pure orystalized oarbolic acid, or per cent. of orude 
commeroiil carbolic acid free from tar oils, in a warm solution of soft soap. 


(c) Freshly prepared lime-wash,* :

4. Special instructions to be obserced in the employment of disinfecting solution.—The linen, 
clothing and articles soiled by the excreta of patients should be soaked in the svlution of 
corrosive sublimate. The solution of pure carbolio acid and the solution of soap and 
oarbolic acid are equally suited to the purpose. The articles should remain in the solution 
for at least six hours. ; ; 

Articles which cannot be subjected to the temperature of 212° F. without injury, as 
leather goods, wooden ariicles stuck together with glue, felt, velvet, silk, eto. should be 
washed with a disinfecting solution or should be exposed for two hours to the fumes of 
Formaldehyde in a fume chamber ; coins can be disinfected with the solution of soap and carbolio 
acid, Persons engaged in nursing the sick should wash their hands and faces with one of 
the carbolic solutions. ‘The oarbolio solutions will be useful more particulerly for disinfeo- 
ting articles such as metal or instruments, which can neither be subjected to a ve ng 
of 212° F. nor placed in contract with corrosive sublimsate. Slaked lime is particularly re- 
commended for disinfecting excreta. Expectorated matter should be burnt. 

5, Disinfection of ships on which plogue has occurred among human beings or rats-—All 
rats on board shall be destroyed by means of sulphurous anhydride. The cabins, ete., occupied 
by the sick cr those suspected to suffering from plague shall, at the discretion of the 
Health (fficer be treated with a solution of corrosive sublimate or other suitable disinfectant 
and thoroughly cleansed with soap and water. In the case of pneumonis plogue preliminary 
disinfection with oorro-ive sublimate solution shall be invariably carried out. 

6. Disinfection'of tue hold of an infected ship.—The bilge-water shall be pumped out, and 
the hold weshed with sea water, a sufficient quantity of a solution of corrosive sublimate or 
other suitable disinfectant being subsequently thrown in at the discretion of the Health Officer

DRAFT RULES. \ 


1. No person, being in charge of any vehicle or oattle in any street or publit place, 
shall leave such vehicle or cattle at such a distance from him as will prevent him from 
exercising due control in respect thereof, 

2. No person shall keep any vehicle standing in any street or public place longer than 
may be necessary for loading or unloading, oxoept ‘at places lawfully epptbasen for the 
purpose: and no person shall leave any vehicle or fasten up any cattle in any street or public 
place so as to cause any obstruction therein. . 

83 No person shal) lead or ride any cattle or draw drive or ride any vehicle upon any 
footway ; and no person shall fasten up any cattle in such a way as to make it possible for 
such cattle to stand across, or on any footway. 

4. No person shall play any music, or beat a drum or tom-tom, or blow a hora or 
trumpet, or beat or sound any brass or metal instrument or utensil in any street or public 
place other than a public building and the precints thereof, except under a license to be 

ted by the Commissioner of Police in this behalf, and subject to such conditions as the 
ommissionor of Police may impose under such license with a view to prevent obstruction, 
inconvenience or annoyance to residents in, or passengers in the vicinity uf, any such street 
or public place,

Draft Notification. 


In exercise of the powers conferred hy sections 78 and 99 of the Bengal Irrigation Act, 
1876 (Bengal Act, III of 1876), and in supersession of all previous notifications under those 
sections for the Sone Canals [except Notification No. 148, dated the 20th June 1881, 
published at page 687 of Part 1 of the Cukutta Gazette of the 22nd June 1881, which shall 
remain in foree for the purposes of rule 71 (g) annexed to the een notification], the 
Lieutevant-Governor in Council is pleased to make the following rules for the Sone Canals, 


GENERAL CONDITIONS. 


1, The Oollector, before awarding compensation under section 16 or 76 (c) -or making 
a reference under section 17 of the Aot, shall obtain the written opinion of the Superin. 
tending Uanal Officer, which shall form part of the record of proceedings. 

2. Except as provided in Act III (8.C.) of 1876 (the Irrigation Act) and these rules, 
no appeal shall lie from any order passed by a Canal Officer or the Special Deputy Collector 
in charge of the Revenue Division of the Sone Canals whio has been vested with* the powers 
of a Oollector under the aforesaid Act. The Sub-Divisional Cana! Officer, Lowever, shall 
modify any order passed by him in accordance with the orders of the Divisional Canal 
Officer. ‘The Sub-Divisional and the Divisional Oanal Officers and the Special Deputy 
Collector in charge of the Revenue Division of the Sone Canals, shall modify any orders 

r by them in accordance with the orders of the Superintending Canal Officer. The 
rintending Oanal Officer is empowered, and expected, to exercise a gebéral eontrol 
over the proceedings of all Oanal Officers and of the Special Deputy Hevtor, the bub- 
uty Ccllestors, and all other officers attached to the above-mentioned Revenue Division

ON VILLAGE CHANNELS.

11. In the case of leases for a term of years, other than those entervd into jointly with 
contractors, the remuneration to be paid to the /ambardar for performing the duties men- 
tioned in clauses I to IX -f Rule 9 shall be 3 per cent. yearly on the assessment of the 
year (excluding fractions of rupees), which shall be paid by the Osnal Officer, ‘The 
amount paid shall be calculated in rupees and annas only, pies being omitted. 

12, The dambardar will te appointed by the Sub-Divisional fficer in consultation with 
the applicants for the lease, and must be a substantial person having a beneficial interest 
in part of the land to be irrigated. There is no objection to different /ambardirs being » 
appointed to nt sections of the applicants, or to a number of persons being jointly 
appointed as dambardars on behalf of the whole of the applicants. In case the Sub- Divisional 

Officer cannot agree with the applicants in the appointment of a /ambardar, he shall 
nominate a Jambardar for approval by the Divisiona! Canal Otticer. 

In those cases where an application is made by a contractor and cultivators jointly for a 
lease for a term of years, the /am/ardax shall be nominated by the contractor, 

14, The Divisional Oanal Officer may, for reasons which appear to him’ to be sufficient, 
and which must be recorded, remove a /ambardar from his appointment,’ and in that oase a 
new /ambardar shall be appointed in the manner prescribed in the rule immediately

14. The Divisional Vanal Officer may, with the consent uf the ambardar, by » written 
order, of which the /ambardar shall be furnished with a copy, transfer to him the duty of 
controlling the supply of water through an outlet, and may, at any time, by a written order, 
recall such order. Lambardars to whom such control is transferred shall exercise such power, 

ject to such general written orders as they may receive from the Sub-Vivisional Canal 
cer, and shall receive one per cent, on the assessment in addition to the percentages 
prescribed in Rules 10 and i1. 

15. The fees sanctioned to be paid to /ambardars will only be disbursed if the duties 
specified have been satisfactorily performed.

84, Objections to the demand statements prepared in accordance with the preceding 
rules 31, 32 and 83 may be presented, either personally or through the /ambardar, to the 
Sub-Divisional or Divisional Canal Officer, who cull thatdopen: after such enquiry as he may 
consider to be necessary, pass orderson the same, A copy of the order passed (which may be 
sent by post) shali be served on the persou making the objection. Objections to the demand 
addressed to the Collector shall be referred for the orders of the Divisional Canal Officer. 

35. Objections tothe demand statements must be presented within thirty days of 
the date on which the parcha was received by the Jambaraar, but this period shall be 
extended where reasonable cause for delay can be established. 

86. The objections may be ina form, which will be sold for half-an-anna at all 
Canal offices, g:ving iustructions as to the particulars required to admit of the objections 
being readily investigated ; but avy form will be accepted provided it clearly states the 
name or names of the persous objecting, the crop, and the year for which the charge is 
made, and the demand from each cultivator to which objection is taken. 

_ 87. Any person not satisfied with the order passed by the Oanal Officer under rule 
84 may file an application of appeal to the Collector under section 91 of the Act. Such 
application must be accompanied by a copy of the order appealed against. The Oolleo- 
tor shall thereupon, after considering the records of the case, pass such order as he 
may think fit, and shall meanwhile have discretion to suspend collections by a written 
order in cases where it may seem advisable to do so. 

38, When the order appealed against to the Collector is that of a Sub-Divisional

; 46. Claims to remission of water-rates under section 76(6) shall only be admitted on 
im of actual loss caused by failure of appl + On proof of such loss, the Divisional Canal 
oer may remit the whole or any pait of the rates. All applications for remission of 
water-rates shall be made in the manner oti: in rule 34 and not less than twenty days 
before the crop is out. The Divisional Canal Officer, with the previous sanction of the 
eee Canal Officer, which sanction may be delegated to any Divisional Canal 
r, when the crop of an individual cultivator of a season lease has failed to the extent 
of losing twelve annas or more of its value in the rupee, may, asa matter of grace, grant

48, Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules, the Superintending Canal 
Officer may, should he consider the circumstances of the case require it, under such general 
instructions as he may from time to time receive from Government, remit, under the head 
“ Extraordinary”’, so much of the water-rates as are in excess of ten annas a bigha.

A contractor (or in case there be more than one, each contractor severally and 
jointly) shall use due diligence in the collection of the water-rates specified in the a, 
ment irom the cultivators who have pice for the water supplied. In the case of hig 
failure after due diligence to collect, he shall, within thirty days of the rates becoming 
due, submit to the Collector a list showing the names of the defaulters with the sums 
due from each, and the Colleotor shall thereupon proceed to realize the amount due from 
the said defaulters according to law. 

53. A contractor (or in case there be more than one, each contractor severally and 
jointly) shall be responsible for all sums payable on the agreement, except such sums as he 
may satisfy the Collector that he bas been unable to collect after using due diligence, 
pee shall be entitled to a deduction of 5 per cent. on all sums collected by himself, 

54. In the case of a lease entered into under an application in the form given as 
Appendix 1, e contractor may sabsequently be appointed ty the Collector with the written 
approval of the Superintending Canal Officer Such contractor must, for the whole term of 
the lease, have a beveficial interest in some part of the land included in the application, and 
must sign an application in the form given as Appendix I1A. The appointment shall not be 
made unless the /amburdars and | ading cultivators give their assent in writing thereto, and 
the ng eg is satisfied that the appointment of a controctor is acceptable to the signatories 
to the lease. 

56. The contractor appointed under rales {0 and 54 may, but shall not necessaril 
be dambardar. The /ambardar will in all cases be appointed a Canal Officer under ne 
provisions of Rule 12, and shall te remunerated at the rates specified in Kules 11 and 14, 
subject to the conditions ‘mentioned in Rule 15.

In exercise of the powers conferred hy sections 78 and 99 of the Bengal Irrigation 
1876 (Bengal Act, III of 1876), and in supersession of all previous notifications under thoes 
sections for the Sone Canals [except Notification No. 148, dated the 20th June 1881 
published at’page 637 of Part I of the Caleutta Gaselle of the 22nd June 1881, which shall 
remain in force for the purposes of rule 71 (g) annexed to the present notification], the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council is pleased to make the following rules for the Sone Oanals.

(including honoraria or presents which may be offered for services rendered) for professional 

services in certain cases :— 

(1) Whenever attendance, whether for an ordinary visit, a consultation, a confino- 
ment, or a surgical operation, on’a Ruling Chief or his family or dependents, 
or on an Indian of position who holds a hereditary title conferred or recognized 
by Government of rank not below that of Raja or Nawab, or his family or 

“dependents, involves the absence of a medical officer from his station, he shall 
be permitted’ to demand or receive such fees as may be arranged between 
himself and the person employing him, provided that he does not, without the 
special permission of the local Government, obtained as provided below, 
demand or receive, in addition, to his travelling expenses, a higher fee than 
Rs. 500 a day for the first three days and Rs. 250 a day ,thereafter, the full 

daily: fee being’ given: for every complete period of 24 hours’ absence with a 
proportionate fee for periods of less than 24 hours. 

(2) For similar attendance not involving ‘absence ftém his head-quarters, a medical 
officer may demand or receive.fees in accordance with the scale which ho has 
fixed for his patients generally; and, in the case of operations aud 
confinements, he may accept fees equal in amount to those current in similar 
circumstances in the profession inthe’ United Kingdom. 

(8) Before acoepting or demanding from a Ruling Chief or Indians of position, as 
referred to in rule (1), a fee in excess of the rates laid down in rules (1) and 
(2) above, a medical officér miust report the case confidentially to the local 
administrative medical officer, who, will obtain unofficially, and communicate 
to him, the orders of the local Government.

(4) Local Governments and Administrations shall have full power to dispose of all \

8. The chet as at present constituted, is chiefly engaged in training students for 
appointment as Sub-Overseers, Overseers and Upper Subordinates. 

Students are prepared for the examinations conducted by the Joint ‘Technical Examina- 
tion Board, 

4. The next session will commence on #rd July 1911. . 

5. In the Overseer Department, which corresponds to the Apprentice Department 
of the Sibpur College, the monthly fee is Re. 1-8, except for non-domiciled Bengalis, who 
shall pay Rs, 8. Government scholarships of the value of Rs. 7 a month. tenable for one 
yeer, are awarded each year on the results of the annual examination, eight being tenable in 
the second-year class, siz in the third-year class, and siz in the fourth-year class. Of the 
scholarships attached to the school, 75 per cent. are to be reserved for thoge students who 
are Bibaris by race, ‘The teaching is in English.

He will not be admitted to the 
workshop. A student in the fir-t-year class of the Overseer De ent, who fails to pass 

the examination for promotion to the second-year class, but who has shown an adequate 
knowledge of elementary surveying and the other subjects taught i. the Amin class may, 
at his option, leave the school with an Amin certificate. 

All candidates for the Amin class, will be examined at the school on the 3rd July; 
candidates failing at this examination will not be admitted. The subjects of the examina- 
tion are dictation and elementary mathematics of ubout the middle vernacular standard. —__ 

9. Except in very special cases, a student will not be admitted to the Amin class for 
the session that commences from 3rd July 1911 uriless application for admission is made 
before 28th June 1911, ’ 

10, There is a hostel in connection with the school. The fees are Re. 1-8 for room 
and Re.1 for light. Students make theirown mess arrangements, Students joining the 
Overseer classes must reside in the hostel unless they are residents with pareuts or with 
nearly related guardians, whose homes are near enough to enable them to attend the school 
at the required times. The Princival will decide whether a student should reside in the 
school hostel, er whether the guardian proposed - be accepted as such. — re
